I don't mind 
being il] snyself so much, I 
would feel terribly if my mama 
should be ill on account of my be- 
ing such a greedy baby and draw- 
ing so lustily on my milk that I 
made mama's nipple tender. Mama 
takes all the blame for this, how- 
ever. She won't let me take any 
of it. She says that if she had 
kept something on the nipple to 
, keep it soft and moist between my 
nursings after it got tender that it 
probably would not have cracked. 

We got the lead nipple shields 
at the drug store as doctor direct- 
ed and Mama washed the nipple 
thereughly and then kept one of 
the shields on it all of the time ex-

says, hove proved very helpful, 
and she @.ways uses them. Many 
other physicians also advise them 
anf in the great Lying-in Hospital 


in New York they use them fre- 
quently. 

The tmilk which flows from the 
nipple in conjunction with the lead 
of the shield seems to form an an- 
tiseptic solution and that, with 
continuous moisture, keeps the 
crack soft and antiseptic, and Na- 
ture soon grows a healing skin 
over it. 

"soctor says she found that some 
of the peasant women of the 
Balkans had a method of treating 
their nipples if they get cracked 
that was somewhat similar. They 
pour some melted wax in a half 
shell of a walnut to take up some 
of the space and to line if smooth- 
ly, and they keep this bound. on 
their nirples. Doctor found some 
terrible breast abcesses among 
ther. so she does not advise this 
method. 

Some physicians, instead of using 
softening solutions on the nipples, 
will paint a crack with tircture of 
benzeoin. They report good results 
irom this. Others keep on antisep- 
tic lotions such as boracic acid, 
mixture of bismuth and castor oil, 
etc. 
ps is highly important to keep a 

cked nipple antiseptic, because 
germs which cause inflammation 
think @ crack is an open doorway 
inviting them in, and they go in 
and get into the milk glands. And 
since they thrive on milk just as 
we babies do, they grow and grow 
and have big families and cause a 
lot of trouble unless they are 
ousted. 

Mama discovered a little tender 
red spot in her breast which 
showed that some of these germs 
had gone in and were beginning 
to settle down. The redness 
showed that the blood had come 
there to try to kill them off. 

Doctor said that we would have 
to help oust ‘em,'so she Had mama 
gently massage the spot and then 
put large hot compresses for 
twenty minuter every two hours or. 
the breast. This brought more of 
the protective blood to the place 
and it did kill ‘em off, for the spot 
disappeared in a day or so. Some 
physicians apply ice-bags at this 
state ayd apparently freeze the 
germs out, but my doctor says she 
has had better Its in her cases 
by making it too for ‘em.
